The American Air Nitrate 
corporation is to receive 3 1-2 per 
cent, of the entire amount expended 
by the government at Muscle Shoals 
merely for superintending the con­ 
stru c tio n work.” said Longworth. 
‘It is a corporation with only $l,tXH> 
capital. 
On the governm ent expenditure of 
$45,000.000 It will receive about 11.- 
000,000 yearly for its work of super 
vision. And that ia not all. Tha *«»► 
tract further sets out that the cor­ 
poration shall receive $1.250,000 por 
year for supervising production while 
the war lasts ” 
Longworth protested that It was not 
the intention of congress in passing 
appropriations for nitrate plants that 
they should 
be 
government-owued 
and operated. 
He again brought the 
whole Muscle Shoals project umU'r 
Are. asserting that while high power 
tk needed for the nitrate process to 
be uaed there, no water power will 
be available for four or five y<*ars 
“A succession of elaborate dams m ot 
be built before the government will 
receive a single bit of water power,” 
he said 
**In the meantime, part of 
the power will be generated by steam 
and the rem ainder -will be transm itted 
a distance of 9 miles with the nov- 
ernm ent paying a very high rate. *
